Retiring President 
WiUiam T. Meetaan called tibe meet- 
ing to order, and the opening prayer 
was offered up by Rev. P. M. Mon- 
a«rhan, of St. Thomas Orp^ianage. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Denia 
■O'Donaghue having arrived, the re- 
ports of tlie ofTicers were read, tliat 
of the retiiiuK 1're.sident sbo'vring 
fhal in addition to the laundry 
plant installed at St. Thomas Or- 
phanage, the Kpctial committee, 
composed oi Owon Sullivan, Col. 
V. H. Callalian and K. J. O'Brien, 
had also succeeded in having in- 
stalled bathing and toilet facilities 
of <ihe very latest and most ap- 
proved design. He fnither called 
aittontion to the tact that during 
the past year no death had occurred 
at either Institution, nor had any 
serious illness afflictod a single in- 
mate. He ovprefjped his tlianks and 
appreciation to ihe niemliers of 
Iflie society lor their treatment of 
him (luriiiH term as I'resident, 
and also e.\pr('SKed to Ills fellow 
olficei s liis appreciation ot their ( o- 
operation and support. A total of 
128 girls and 1.'jU liuys were re- 
IMTted in the orj^banages.

The Right Rev. Bishop O'Donag- 
hue then addreseed the meetinf;, ex-

pleasure ;it the iufitallation of 
I'resident Murphy, whom he had 
known personsiily for many years, 
tie predicted success for the society 
under the now President, setting 
fotth Ms grounds for ads predic- 
tion In a bnwr speech, which 
broogbt forth laughter and ap- 
plause from his hearers. Father 
WiUiam also paid :i well-deserved 
tribute to the ladies who had as- 
sisted by "showers," not such as oc- 
curred Sunday, but those that 
yielde<l a financial return.

In addition to the financial re- 
pent above. It was explained that 
an indebtedness ot 12,000 on ac- 
count of improvements end 85,000 
borrowed since January 1, as well 
as current bills amounting to $600, 
would have to be taken care of by 
the incoming officers from the ool- 
letcion last Christmas and dues of 
the individual members. 

Retiring President Meehan then 
called upon Joseph E. Conkling to 
install tlie n* \v (jfficeis, which he 
•did in a graceful speech, expretss- 
ing the r^crst of the society at 
toeing the old officers, who had 
l>een the pioneers In tbe woili. and 
wishing tiie new offioers all auc- 
osss in their undertaking. A ris- 
ing vote of tiianlu was then ten- 
dered the retiring officers. 

President Daniel F. Murphy at 
the outset expressed his deteTmina- 
tlon to defend his esrt<ibli3he<l repu 
tation as an orator and convulsed 
his audience with amusing anec 
dotes. He stated that in all his 
experience he has never had con' 
terred upon him an honor which lie 
BO highly appreciated as that ot be- 
ing President of the OaAhoiic Or- 
plian Society, and pledged himself 
to do all in his power to make the 
society a success. He suggested the 
possible appointment of a Revenue 
Oomimittee, whose duty would be 
to secure donations, endowments 
and bequests, with a view to mak 
Ing the Catholic orphanages of 
L/Oulsvllle model institutions. 

A communication from Tieasurer 
elect Harry T. Colgan was read, 
explaining that because of illness 
he would be unable to accept the 
Treasurertilp, and the Secretary was 
directed to convey to Mr. Colgan 
the elncere regret of tbe eoolety.

In many passages of hit 
work on animals he refers to hit 
own Investigations, and when h( 
describes sn^hlng he frequently 
adds the remark to the effect that 
he has hlTnself «>een the thing In 
j question, and even possesses it in 
his collection. He devotes several 
cliapters to tho habits of the falcon, 
whicli he^^'ems to have studied with 
PMiticiilar interest. In duo insliince 
111' tells us that he took a short .s^a 
voyage for jxwlogical purposes, an<l 
on the shore of an Island be col- 
lected ele-ven kinds of 'bloodless 
sca-beaets.* " 

Biology therefore is not so new 
as we have been led to Imagine. 
Aristotle devoted much. time to it, 
and Aristotle lived quite a time ago. 
And in the famed Dark Ages a 
white-robed Dominican, suffering to- 
day under the label of "Ignorant," 
which Is placed upon the monks of 
his time, worke<l sedulously to learn 
.')t some of those thinss which many 
liave rcKarde^l as comparativi'ly re- 
cent discovf>i ii's. ('alholics sliould 
certainly know .«-.omething of these 
things and not allow laemselve'? to 
fall into tho niiaconceptlon wliioh so 
many people harbor at the present 
day. Sdenoe and r^lglon go hand 
In bfuid — a teot which the records 
of history strongly attest.

A1'PK.\1aS Vim BISHOPS. 
An earnest appeal to Gen. Car- 
ransa to spare the lives of two 
Roman Catholic Bishops arrested 
near Mexico City last week and 
charged with sedition has been 
made by the State Department. 
Tbe Bishops were to l>e tried Mon- 
day under an old law giving the 
court tbe right to impose the death 
penalty without appeal. One Is an 
ArchbUhop, Monsignor Francisoo 
Orozco. of Guadalajara, and the 
other Is Risliop Miguel de la Mora, 
of Zacatecas. Both are Mexicans. 
The deiKirtnient explained that its 
a<tlon was with the double motive 
of luimanitaiiani and to prevent the 
de facto Oovornment from sanction- 
ing an act whose character it was 
felt would shock other nations. The 
charges against the Bishops aro 
that they were implicated in a plot 
to f urthnr VUla'a plans for the over- 
throw ot Carransa. The infonaa- 
tion received at the State Departr 
ment indicated little basis for the 
ciMu-ges, and the improbability of 
their truth was Indicated by the 
known antipathy between ttie clergy 
and VUIa. 



The Right Rev. A. J. Sohuler, 
Bishop of El Paso, Texas, feels 

justly proud of the Catlholic soldiers 
on the border, and wrl'tes the fol- 
lowing about tha iidelity of Uncle 
Sam's troops:

The Calliolics 
vver(> on their knees by tlie thou- 
sands <'l(>si' by, and not hint; im- 
pressi'd me more than thf piety and 
devotion liKinitested." .So spoke a 
few weeks ago a Protestant army 
chaplain home on furknigb to a 
priest of hiS' acquaintance, and so 
hundreds of others must confess 
who have been witnesses to things 
and events on the border for 
months past. 

Despite the fact that there are 
complaints and criticisms in pli-nty 
about our soldier boys on the lioi- 
der, it is with great pleasure and 
extreme satisfaction that 1 accept 
tbe invitation of tho Denver Cath- 
olic HegiHt(>r to write my iinpi-es- 
Kions ol their religious life. To 
my mind their loyalty to their re- 
ligion is simply splendid. I eonfl- 
il<;ntly dissert that one of the great- 
est benefits resulting from the call 
ot the troops to the border Is the 
remarkable religious spirit evidenced 
on all sides and by all — ^In goodly 
measure by soldiers of the various 
denominations — but e.'?pecially .and 
In an unusual degree by the i^tholic 
boys wearing the uniform, so mucit 
Ro that the chaplain quoted above 
actually "wished he was a CaChotic 
priest." 

Mingling with men of no creed 
and every kind of creed. Catholics 
have had their faith challenged and, 
I write it. with pride, tbey have 
fearlessly and nobly accepted the 
Challenge. In tiie test tiiey have 
shown themselves the worthy eoions 
of the martyrs and the soldiers of 
the cross of other days — of those 
who have been an honor to the 
faith and the race through genera- 
lions uncounted till now. 

Catholic regiments were the first 
to answer the call of the President 
und they have ever been in the 
loremoiit ranks -when duty called. 
Wheievir their service.^ are re- 
quired they are on band promptly. 
This sense of duty Is revealed in a 
particular manner in the practice 
of their CatlK>Uc religion. Spon- 
baneondy and without coercion 
they'ooue to the <eet of the priest 
to oontess their sins, in humility 
and oorrosr, and proudly they kneel 
in devout throngs at the aKar rail 
to receive into their maaiy nearta 
tbe God of Armies. 

There was not a church in BH 
Paso on Christmas eve and for sev- 
eral days before that was not the 
scene of hundreds ot soldier boys 
awaiting their turn to go to con- 
fession- -to prepare themselves to 
celebrate a thoroughly Catholle 
Christmas by welconaJng into their 
hearts Him who makss Chrlatnias 
what it really should be. and is 
Hlmielf the grsatest soldier who 
ever fought and won battles. 

Truly our Calholic soldier boys 
are giving to all a noble example 
of sturdy faith and solid manly 
piety and devotion. They proclaim 
loudly and fearlessly to the world 
at large, bo ungodly, that Chiist is 
more than the mere shadow of 
some great name. Is a living, throb- 
Wng force- in the lives of manly 
men, exemplified by the most loyal 
of patriots, tbe CaUhollc soldier boys 
on the border.

The recent appearance of a timely 
pamphli'1 ot the English Catholic 
Iriiih Society, entitled "Doii'ts for 

iUudfP.L'j ia Science and History," 
draws attention to a matter which 
It is well for Catholics to keep in 
mind. If tins U'Coiih^ so much the 
custom of tbe present age to link 
the name ol irlii-iou witiv i;;Ti<>ran('e 
and hatred of scieuci> and to speak 
quite cock-suredly of the opposition 
Iwtween scientific learning and the 
church that Cathirilcs are Indeed 
likely to fall vtotlms to this com- 
mon error. The idea is in the air 
and all are in danger of becoming 
inoculated with its Injurious poison. 

Dr. Walsh gives a good number of 
"don'ts" which will serve as anti- 
(lot<>s lor this trouble. "Don't be- 
lieve," lie says for example, "that 
there was no study of scb'n((' until 
modern tim<'s. Many liiaiiclies of 
science, espcH'ially those of practical 
application, attained a very high 
level In medieval times; tho 
medieval universities took a lively 
interest in scieatUlc research and 
many questions n^ere studied aecajKl- 
ing to thoroughly scientific meth- 
ods. In slmost every department of 
science students ars now finding it 
worth while to refer to the long- 
neglected medieval authorities." 
That is certainly a matter which It 
is valuable to remember. When 
the details in Its regard are given 
the force of Its truth can be the 
better underst(Hj(i. "Don't forget," 
he a<t<l3 a little later on, "that it 
was to tlie Orders of St. Francis 
and St. Dominic that the univei-si- 
ties of Norttiem Bovope owed their 
early success; to tsaehers each as 
the Dominican Blessed Albert the 
Great and his pupH St. Thomas 
Aquinas, and the Franciscan Roger 
Baoon," and he quotes the words of 
the non-Catholic Green ■In tribute 
to the latter. 

Science then fiourisbed In the 
Middle Agee under the encourage- 
ment of such great ma-rter minds sia 
those here mentione<l! .\nd science 
of the most "modern kind" was not 
unknown within the monastery walls 
of those Catb .iic centuries! 'That is 
the fact, as Father Erich Waasmsnn, 
tbe great Jesuit biogollst, hSS Shown 
in bis splendid work, "Modern 
Bl<riogy and the Theory of Evolu- 
tion." He quotes the teabimony of 
the noted Oerman professors. Dr. 
R. Hertwig ot the University of 
Munich and Dr. H. Stadtler, to show 
that biology, the boaeted science- 
child of the nineteenth century, was 
known and studied In a scrupulously 
thorough manner by the great 
IKimlniean, Albertus Magnus. In a 
lecture on "Albertus the (Jreat as 
an Inde'pendent student," delivered 
In Muuich In 1905, the latter pro- 
fessor said; "This very prolific 
writer was a scholaatic, but he oc- 
cupies a position on a level with 
Aristotle rather than subordinate to 
him, and did not simply reproduce 
Aristotle's etetenenta, but as far 
as he conM explained, complerted 
and expanded them. He displayed 
great shrewdness and keen Intelli- 
gence In carrying on his favorite 
observatlone on the animals and 
plants of Germany, whence he de- 
rived the evidence for his scientific 
statements that ho based upon 
Aristotle. His wrUIngs therefore 
contain all the information on 
natural history possessed by the 
people of Germany of hie day; he 
describes the Ute ot animals as ol>- 
served by latolUgent huntsmen and 
farmers, fishermen and bird-catch-

.IS Ii'el;in<l is concerned. So long as 
Ireland is held under martial law, 
.ind sell-government is denied the 
Irish nation, it will be tlifficult for 
Creat liritain to obtain full credit 
as the champion of small national- 
ities and of the right to full se- 
curity and liberty of economic de- 
velopment possessed by all peoples, 
small and great. The only criticism 
I feel called <m to make of the 
President's utterance is that the 
world is very far from being ripe 
for the great Ideals It sets forth. 
Tlie policy of the conference at 
Paris is absolutely Inconsistent with 
aii.\ freiieiai league for the main- 
lenauie ol the world's peace. Re- 
action is still .strong in Kiirope and 
IS inevitably growing stronger as 
the war goes on an<l people become 
more militarized. We must wait to 
see after this war is over to what 
extent democracies will be able 
to emancipate themselves from tbe 
yoke of militarism befora it will be 
possible to Judge whether any 
progress can be made in our time 
towards the realization of the great 
Ideals of freedom and peace held 
up by President Wilson tiefore the 
tortursd peoples of Earope."

During the 
period covered by the statistics boys 
working in 20.571 establishments 
were paid $2,7-:i.0On. Girls under 
sixteen were paid $2,719,500, mak- 
In^j a total of $5,442,700. Women 
employed in the 20,571 industries 
eporting drew $72,669,100. They 
make an impressive Industrial army 
numbering S16,29i> in the compara- 
tively few establisbmenU that 
served as basis ot the tignres gfren. 
The children and the w^men wmtIb 
cheap labor. The Investigations de- 
partment show that In the vast 
majority of instances the earnings 
of the women and children were 
needed to maintain the family. The 
combined family Income jiut at>out 
kept things going. In other words 
parents and ehil'lren eafned a sum 
equal to the amount the father 
would have been forced lo demand 
if the youngsters had been in 
school, the mother at home aad the 
father in the mill.

Out to the Middle West the 
epigrams and VfMty sayings ot Che 
prelate of the arehdiooeas of St.

MUCH mim UPON answer 



The movement against tlie sale 
and manufacture of alcoholic bev- 
erages has made great progress in 
the United states. There are but 
two States in fact which are abso- 
lutely "wet" — that is, which have 
neither prohibition nor local option 
legislatloa. These are New Jersey 
and Nevada. And there Is hot very 
little territory left iti the local 
option States which is not "dry" by 
the vote of the community. Na- 
tional prohibition Is being urged 
upon Congress, to make more uni- 
versal and effective the suppression 
')f alcohol, and a more or less dis- 
tinguished leader of the people has 
announced his intention to make it 
the paramount issue of the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1920. 

All o( these facts show the im- 
portance of the question. It is 
something which the people of this 
country must study closely, and con- 
sider well. The great question is 
as to whether prohibition is really 
effective In reducing to an appre- 
ciable minimum the evils of ex- 
cessive alcoholism and whether as 
% consequence it will work for the 
good ot the community. Some men 
argue against prohibition as if the 
right to consume alcohol were as 
sacred as the right to life or mar- 
riage, which is as absurd as the 
statements of those who see in 
drink ot this nature something in- 
herently and absolntely evil. The 
question which we must principally 
answer is simply this: Will prohi- 
bi^on stamp out the ill eifects of 
alcohol, really prohibiting In the 
desirable sense. or will it not? 
Will it improve the condition of 
the people as a whole or will it 
not? Our attitude must depend 
upon the answer which we Can And 
lo give in this case. 

Russia has bad some experience 
of late on this prohibition proposi- 
tion. What has resulted there 
should be helpful to us In deciding 
our point of view. Robert Blake 
in the December Atlantic Monthly 
gives us a picture of the Russian 
situation, which Is very interesting. 
Vodka, the popular alcoholic drink 
in Itussia. pi ior to the w ar seemed 
lo ho an int<>gral part of that 
couutry's life. What has been the 
effect of the suppression of vodka 
In Russia'.' Substlfufes have sprung 
up of couise of a dangerous char- 
acter — eau de cologne, furniture 
polish and denatursfl alcohol, show- 
ing themselves particularly In the 
larger towns. But the eitect on the 
whole, Blake thinks, has been good 
and for the wholesome beneflt of 
the people. While the steady 
drinker has continued to obtain his 
stimulant in one form or another, 
liie occasional drinker lias far less 
temptation now. The situation 
was bettei-. in the writer's opinion, 
when the bi'verages with <i low per- 
centage of alcohol was allowed to 
bf sold. Such Is evidently the be- 
lief of the Duma, which has re- 
cently passed a bill forbidding the 
sale of liquors contahilng more 
than 12 per cent, of alcohol. This 
will give the steady drinker an 
opportunity to satisfy his thirst. 

Here is a situation which cer- 
tainly Is insli ui live lo see a drink 
so deeply roote(| in the habits of a 
people done away with and such 
good conditions resulting. Of 
(ours(> more time must l)e alUi^v'il 
lo discover the real permanent 
value of the step — and other wit- 
nesses than one must add their tes- 
cimony, as indeed others have al- 
ready done. As to whether this 
points to a gradual development of 
an entire prohibition policy is yet 
to be seen; but it shows quite 
clearly at least that the matter of 
suppressing the manufacture and 
sale of alcoholic beverages is de- 
serving of ocnsldeiaf ion ' -that it 
can not be inei<dy shoved aside nr 
Ignored. John Koren. the expert 
formerly in the employ of the 
Committee of Fifty, in a series of 
articles recently expressed his opin- 
ion against prohibition. That side 
ot the question must also be stud- 
led. "Morals," says James Russell 
Lowell, "can not be safely embod- 
ied' in the constable," and that 
seems the great objection to such a 
drastic proposal. But such study 
should be carried on only with the 
l)asic recognition, which some men 
unfortunately lack, that if a remedy 
could be devised to reduce the evils 
of excessive alcoholism to a reason- 
able minimum it would be a great 
boon to the whole nation.
